Long Branch Letter to Philadelploa
Times: On the south side of the West
End plazag the other night sat John Pon-
dir, still a New York broker, with a com-
fortuble balance in bank. He has tried
all the games, from poker and seven=up
down to keno, and lust of all eribbage,
and i3 not much the worse for wenr for
his participation in some of the grentest
games of chance ever played on the
American continent,  The clever blns-
som in Pondir's buttonhole looked droop-
ing and faint with the neat of the day,
and the sull alert and alive New York
broker tossed afide a cigar he had
smoked to the bitter end and seemed in &
rerniniscent mood,

I asked: “Do you remember Ed Hill
son, & wool broker of Chestnut street?
Wa both met thirty yoars ago at Joe
lIlll'sFamu in Walnut street, Philadel-
phiat’

“Indeed 1 do,"” replicd Pondir, “and
thereby hangs a tale. No man ever
lived who was fonder of all games of
chance than poor Hillson, the wool
broker. He lived in Philadelphin for
forty yenra nnd was, 1 think, from Alsace
or Lorraine, for he was cortainty halfl
Frenchman., Hillson never, had the
Napoleonie eourage or nerve needed to
make & great gambler, but with him it
was the fatal passion for cards, He
seemed to begruidge tho hours spent 1n
the ordinary voentions of businesa, albeit
he was recogmuzod as the best woui buyer
on the street.

“in 1870 he found huuseli §5,000 be-
hind and disappeared from Philadelphin
for one year. k()h{llly mude any scarch
for him, us there secined to be a genvreal
impression  that the little  Alsatian-
Frenchman ‘would come out eatvird’ (ns
they say out west), Aud he did, Ina
year toa day from his disappearance
Hillson appeared, full of chie, brignt,
breczy, welldressed and witha hmvr
bank balunce to his credit. He paid all
his outstanding bills and no questions
were asked,  His story to his intimates
was that he had but $500 when he
renched aris and  he could not
resist the temptation to take a run
over to Monte Curlo. He first purchased
a return ticket to Americn, avowing that
he wus not afraid to face his creditors,
but only wuited tor his luck to turn.
Hillson smd he had §400 cash left. He
mt some 100 francs on the red. It won,

le put the winnings, 100 francs, between
the 0 nnd the 00, which pays 17 for 1. He
won. Ho picked out the number 13 be-
cause it was called an unlweky number,
and put 50 france on that number. Lo
won: He was now a ligh-rotler in luck
and in one hour wius possessor of 30,000
francs.  He returned in the next steamer
to Amerien and liguidated all outstand.
